Ohio Towns 
Are Buried 
Under Snow 


. . . Death Toll High 


B y The Associated Press 
Numbing blasts of bitterly 
cold polar air pushed relent­ 
lessly Wednesday from the 
North into the deep South­ 
land, 
driving 
temperatures 
far below zero in normally 
mild regions. 


And over a narrow band of 
land from upper New York 
state 
to 
Tennessee 
heavy 
snow fell again, adding more 
weather woes to hundreds of 
thousands of persons in many 
communities which have been 
literally covered with snow 
for 5 days. 


In some places in the North­ 
east, drifting snow has piled 
up to a depth of more than 
20 feet. Scores of populous 
Ohio, West Virginia. Pennsyl­ 
vania 
and 
Michigan 
areas 
w’ere covered with from 20 to 
48 inches of snow. 


Sub-Zero In Carolina 


The polar air, moving south­ 
ward from Canada, drove the 
mercur>' down to around -18 
in the northern tier of states, 
to around -10 in the Midwest 
and to --23 at Mt. Pisgah, 
N.C., and -19 at Mt. Mitchell, 
N.C. 
More than 80 deaths have 
been directly attributed to the 
unseasonal weather. S o m e 
quarters contended the death 
toll probably is around 150, 
but weather-delayed commu­ 
nications prevented a more 
accurate accounting. 
The Chicago Weather Bu­ 
reau explained the unseason­ 
al weather this way: 
The 
polar 
air 
ordinarily 
would have r e a c h e d the 
depths of this country from 
the north in routine fashion. 
However, approaching the rel­ 
atively warm, moist air over 
the Great Lakes, the cold air 
forced out the moisture which 
condensed into solid form— 
snow. Violent w'inds, reach­ 
ing 60 miles an hour, pushed 
the snow far inland from the 
shores of Lakes Ontario, Erie, 
Huron and Michigan.^ 


Drifts Pile Higher 
The 
snowfall 
Wednesday 
over northeastern Ohio buried 
towns under 20 to 48 inches 
of snow. Drifts along princi­ 
pal roadways piled halfway 
up utility poles. 
Ohio state guardsmen went 
to war on the snow with huge, 
mechanized equipment a n d 
used powerful trucks to shut­ 
tle doctors and nurses be­ 
tween homes and hospitals.

main 
burst in 
downtown 
Columbus, 
Ohio, 
and the lack of water forced 
hundreds of stores and other 
business places and schools 
to close. Service was restored 
after several hours. 
New snow over West Vir­ 
ginia pushed 20-foot drifts in 
the mountains to still higher 
levels. Subzero readings blan­ 
keted the state. It was -10 at 
Flat Top and -4 at Hunting­ 
ton. 
Nearly 30 inches o f new 
snow fell at Fulton, N.Y., 
forcing schools and some pub­ 
lic buildings to close. Subzero 
readings covered a wide sec­ 
tion of the Empire State.

Several actions th is week by th e City 
Council migh t h ave people scratch ing th eir 
h eads a little bit. One of th em involves a 
proposal by th e Ch amber of Commerce for 
operation of th e Lincoln Municipal Airport 
and th e general supervision of aviation in 
th e city of Lincoln. Th e douncH h as not y et 
approved th e agreement but is reported to 
be favorably disposed toward it. It is h oped 
th at th e council ch anges its mind before it 
enters into any such arrangement. 
As h as occasionally been th e case in th e 
past, th e ch amber is in th is instance get­ 
ting too far into th e 
affairs of th e govern­ 
ment. And as h as been 
said in th e past, th e 
ch amber h as t h os e 
righ ts th at belong to any citizen and any 
organization but no more. Th e city h as no 
more business entering into any agree­ 
ments with th e ch amber in th e operation 
of city affairs th an it h as in reach ing such 
agreements with an insurance company , a 
retail store, a trade organization or wh at 
h ave y ou. Th e Airport Auth ority h as al­ 
ready approved of th e agreement but th e 
auth ority long ago demonstrated th at it h as 
a peculiw idea of its public trust. And be­ 
cause th e auth ority tends to be autocratic 
is no reason for th e City Council to adopt 
th e same approach . 
Th ere are a number of areas of th e 
proposed agreement wh ere a serious ques­ 
tion can be raised as to both th e legality 
and propriety of th e th ing. Th e agreement 
states th at “th e development of cases and 
exh ibits will be made under th e supervision 
of th e legal counsel provided by th e city , 
in cooperation with th e .Airport Auth ority 
and th e Lincoln Ch amber ai Commerce.” 
Th e city would be in a fine position, 
indeed, if it subjected th e operations of its 
legal department in any matters to th e 
scrutiny and approval of any outside group 
such as th e Ch amber of Commerce. Wh y 
not ask labor unions, contractors, petrole­ 
um dealers and oth ers to sit in with th e 
legal department on matters in wh ich th ey 
migh t be interested? 
★ 
Th e ch amber can argue all day over 
its good intentions but th at makes no dif­ 
ference. All groups and all individuals be­ 
lieve th at th ey are motivated out of concern 
for th e best interests of th e community . It 
is th e job of th e city in matters entrusted 
to it to see to it th at th e interests of th e 
community are protected, not to permit 
certain groups to define th e community in­ 
terest. Th e proposed agreement in anoth er 
section goes on to say : “ In proceedings be­ 
fore th e Civil Aeronautics Board, th e Ch am­ 
ber of Commerce and th e Airport Auth ority 
will cooperate with th e city in preparation 
of exh ibits under th e supervision of th e le­ 
gal counsel provided by th e city . . . 
“Th e th ree bodies, th e city of Lincoln, 
Lincoln .Airport .Auth ority , and th e Lincoln 
Ch amber of Commerce, will develop a com­ 


mittee consisting of one City Council mem­ 
ber, one member of th e .Airport .Auth ority , 
th e ch airman of th e Ch amber Aviation 
Committee, and a staff representative from' 
each of th e th ree bodies. Th is committee 
will function to maintain a h igh level of 
communication to provide each corporate 
body with an understanding of wh at cur­ 
rent events are taking place in th e scope 
of Lincoln aviation.” Th is simply gives th e 
ch amber an inside relationsh ip and semi­ 
official public capacity th at sh ould not be 
permitted. Th e ch amber's intentions in th is 
migh t well be th e best but th at is beside 
th e point. No outside group sh ould be per­ 
mitted to h ave th is close an association 
with th e city in th e conduct of any city 
business. 


In anoth er matter before th e council 
th is week, some action was taken—th e mat­ 
ter of a sidewalk on So. 31st from Van 
Dom to Calvert. Th e sidewalk was turned 
down with about th e biggest batch of 
screwy reasoning th at h as come along in 
quite some time. In our opinion, th e council 
simply didn’t want to buck th e influential 
people w'h o were opposed to th e sidewalk. 
Th e council referred to its sidewalk in­ 
spector a letter urging sidewalks in th e 
Beth any area and it is a good guess th at 
Beth any will be lay ing sidewalks before 
very long. Sidewalks h ave been put in all 
over th is city with no more demand for 
th em th an th ere was on 31st and with just 
as much if not more interference with ex­ 
isting landscaping. 
But th e reasons given by some council- 
men for th eir vote against th e sidewalk on 
31st are rare exam­ 
ples of rationalization. 
Councilman 
R ob e r t 
Fulton, for example, 
say s it is discrimina­ 
tion to include only one street. If th at’s th e 
case, th e city sure is steeped in discrimina­ 
tion and if It’s a valid excuse, th ere will 
be a lot fewer sidewalks in th e future th an 
th ere h ave been in th e past. Or, take th e 
statement of Councilman Joh n Comstock 
wh o reasoned th at th e w'alk would feed all 
th e ch ildren onto 31st—an arterial-ty pe 
street. On th at basis, no arterial would 
h ave a sidewalk but th at is exactly wh ere 
th e need h as been considered greatest in 
th e past. Councilman Ed Becker .th ough t 
th e walk sh ould be delay ed until a sch ool 
is built at 33rd and Calvert. 
Obviously , Becker would never build a 
walk as y ou could alway s wait for th e next 
sch ool to be erected. In th e meantime, wh at 
about th e sch ools already in existence? In 
all, th e council h as greatly weakened any 
sidewalk program. Only two council mem­ 
bers h ad th e courage to vote for th e side­ 
walk—Mrs. Helen Boosalis, wh o can alw’ay s 
be counted on to exercise h er responsibility 
as sh e sh ould, and- Lloy d Hinkley , wh o is 
emerging as an official of integrity and 
conviction.

Wesleyan Teaching Program 
Nebraska Wesley an University is now 
entering th e h ome stretch of th is y ear’s 
Great Teach ing Pro^am . Th rough a com­ 
mittee of priv-ate citizens, th e institution 
h opes to raise $50,000 for th e purpose of 
improving faculty salaries. It seems in all 
respects th at th is program sh ould receive 
th e enth usiastic backing of all people in a 
position to be of assistance. 
Th e $50,000 goal is a modest one, even 
th ough th e program is an annual event. 
But more important th an th is is th e fact 
th at Wesley an is a university th at is de­ 
serving of community support. It is, of 
course, a considerable economic asset for 
th e city of Lincoln and th e state of Nebras­ 
ka. Bey ond th is, it is an institution of re­ 
spect in its field. 
Wesley an h as worked th rough th e y ears 


to improve itself and h as realized a full 
measure of success. Its teach ing program 
is one th at h as stood its graduates in good 
stead, as th e alumni record of th e sch ool 
clearly sh ows. It h as not sough t to be a 
large and h igh ly diversified institution but 
h as geared its program to th e specific need 
it feels exists in th e area of liberal arts. 
It h as created an atmosph ere of learn­ 
ing on its campus and h eld its doors open 
to all wh o seek admission. In essence, it is 
a vital part of th e educational sy stem of 
th is state and makes a substantial contribu­ 
tion to th e demand for knowledge th at is 
so pressing today on a national scale. Wes­ 
ley an h as long since proven its worth ; it 
remains now only for th e people of th is 
area to demonstrate th eir faith and confi­ 
dence in th e institution and in th e future 
itself.

Th e .American Farm Bureau Federation 
clings sternly to its conviction th at increas­ 
ing federal activities and budgets constitute 
th e root of all evil. Someh ow, if one could 
cut down th e federal money supply th e 
ach es and pains of th e farm economy would 
depart. Th e fields would cease to produce 
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digenous to Poland. It arrived with th e 
Russian armies and remains th ere as a 
companion of Russian occupation, accepted 
th ere because at th is stage th ere is no 
practical alternative. Th e memory of th e 
brutal supression of th e Hungarian revolt 
rises to h aunt both Poland and th e Western 
nations. It notes th at a captive nation can­ 
not respond to outside pressures as can a 
sovereign nation.

Th e Saturday Eve­ 
ning Post auth ors h ad h im 
arriving in Wash ington only 
on Saturday , October 20, but 
h e was th ere most of th e 
week.

During th e crucial debates

Th e

become one of Kennedy ’s 


most important advisers; al­ 
so Secretary of th e Treas­ 
ury Douglas Dillon; and Mc-

Stevenson was easily th e 
most vigorous opponent of 
th e air strike. He argued

get th em out; it h ad taken 
us 14 y ears to get th e Ma­ 
rines out of Haiti, 
He pointed to th e effect 
on world opinion and t h e 
American image abroad if 
we perpetrated a

Harbbr, a r g u e d th at we 
would look terrible in th e 
ey es of th e world if we took 
military action against Cu­ 
ba with out working th rough 
th e Organization of Ameri­ 
can States, wh ich we h ad set 
up, and th e United Nations, 
wh ich we h ad organized. 
At first, Secretary of State 
Rusk did not take a firm 
position 
against 
an 
air 
strike. 
Stevenson 
was

alone. He was eloquent and 
persistent.

Note—Stevenson proposed 
a negotiation of our Jupiter 
bases in Turkey and Italy , 
but only after Kh rush ch ev 
h ad agreed to remove h i s 
missiles from Cuba. O ur 
missiles in Turkey , I t a l y 
and England h ad already 
been declared out of date by 
th e Joint Ch iefs of Staff and 
a decision h ad been made 
to remove th em.

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burdensome surpluses and th e market price 
for farm products would begin to return to 
th e farmer h andsome profits. 
It h as a great many members wh o are 
comforted by th is doctrine. Th ey h ave sh ort 
memories. Someth ing quite descriptive of 
th ose idealized “h appy day s” occurred in 
th e late ’twenties and early ’th irties. Th e 
federal government h ad successfully with ­ 
stood farm programs, as well as its re­ 
sponsibility for th e sickness of th e nation’s 
economic segments. Nature was reasonably 
favorable to farm production. But no utopia 
enjued. Corn prices fell to a few cents a 
bush el. A h alf dollar would buy a bush el of 
wh eat if one could find a purch aser. Mort­ 
gages fell due on farms wh ose granaries 
and feed lots were bulging. If a low federal 
farm budget h ad any relation to a sov­ 
ereign remedy for agriculture, it wasn’t ap­ 
parent. 
Th e Bureau reflects a ch erish ed mid­ 
land ph ilosoph y wh en it calls for a 10 per 
cent cut in federal spending, th e proceeds 
to be passed on to th e citizens in th e form 
of reduced taxes. Th is calls for examina­ 
tion. If th e farmer is earning as poorly as 
is generally believed h is income taxes 
sh ould be quite modest. He would probably 
benefit but little from th e tax reduction. It 
certainly would not equal th e economic 
benefits paid out by th e farm program or 
th e federal expenditures on reclamation, 
welfare, education, th e Interstate h igh way 
and state-federal h igh way s. It would be bad 
bargain.

ogenesis (cause and intensifi- ^ 
cation) of chronic respiratory I 
diseases (such as lung cancer 
and bronchitis) is overwhelm­ 
ing.”

close to the Atlas, as seen on 
the radar equipment.

to Hav ana either Dec. 2 2 o r 
Dec. 2 3 . 
Their ex penses during 12 
day s in Hav ana will be paid 
by the Castro regime, acco rd­ 
ing to reliable so urces. 
Schlo sser to ld UPI he ex ­ 
pected at least 80 students 
fro m the East, West, M i d ­ 
west and Canada to make the 
junket. Ho wev er, Jo seph A. 
Dio data, 2 1, a student at the 
State Univ ersity o f Buffalo , 
N.Y., said 6 2 students were 
planning to go fro m t h e r e 
alo ne and predicted as many 
as 2 50 students wo uld ev ent­ 
ually make the trip. 
Fro m Wide Area 
Schlo sser said the students 
recruited fo r the trip were 
fro m the New Yo rk C i t y 
area, including City Co llege 
o f New Yo rk; the univ ersities 
o f Wisco nsin, Chicago , No rth 
Caro lina, Califo rnia and To ­ 
ro nto , Bo sto n Univ ersity , Har­ 
v ard, Oberlin and o thers. 
The trip o rganizer said the 
junket wo uld be carried o ut

On this note of uncertainty 
a military spokesman charged 
that Red Chinese troops shot 
and killed a senior Indian of- 
flcer after the Nov . 21 cease­ 
fire in the Northeast Frontier 
Agency (NEF.V). 
Nehru indicated in an ap­ 
pearance before the upper 
house of parliament — at 
which he repeated his rejec­ 
tion 
of 
Peking’s 
“ peace” 
terms — that India m i g h t 
l^new’ the border war if it 
appears in the best interest 
Of India to fight.

“ We hav e taken no action 
' to impede the cease-fire . . . ” 
I he said. “ But we hav e giv en

T he President’s strongly 
worded statement made at the 
start of his p ress conference 
came as many sp orts ob serv 
ers felt that only direct inter­ 
v ention b y the White Hou se 
cou ld b ring the two warring 
grou p s together and 
s a v e 
American p restige in interna­ 
tional competition. 
International Ru les 
Under international ru les, 
only the AAU can certify ath­ 
letes as eligib le for the Oly m­ 
p ics and other international 
c o m p e t i t i o n. The NCAA 
throu gh federations set u p in 
track , gy mnastics, and b as­ 
k etb all has challenged t hi s 
right. The AAU in tu rn has 
declared 
ineligib le 
athletes 
who ran in a recent federa­ 
tion cross cou ntry ru n. 
There was no immediate 
comment from either grou p 
on the ap p eal for arb itration. 
Walter N. By ers, ex ecu tiv e 
director of the NCAA, said 
he wanted to stu dy the Pres­ 
ident’s statement, and Col. 
Don Hu ll, ex ecu tiv e director 
of the AAU, said he hoped 
the differences cou ld b e set­ 
tled b u t added: “The AAU 
has b een the recognized b ody 
a nd no o ne has ev er q u es­ 
tioned it b efore.”
